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Cucamonga Cl 
Hears of County 
Government 


Cucamonga Service club mem- 
bers heard a resume of their’coun- 
ty’s position and a brief discourse 
on governmental administration 
last night when County Supervisor 
Will Mason presented figures and 
made comparisons. 

Importance of the county admin- 
istration maintaining close con- 
tacts with the state and federal 
government was cited and he em- 
phasized that the biggest factor 
for increase in taxes is the ‘de- 
mand of taxpayers for additional 
services.” i 

The meeting, held in the clud’s 
rooms on Archibald avenue, was li: 
charge of Clifton Chappell, pres- 
ident. Asgar Ravn, introduced 
the speaker. 

This county ranks eighth in pop- 
ulation in the state and is by far 
the largest in-area—20,000 square 
miles, Mr. Mason said. By com- 
parison, the next largest county in 
California has 9000 square miles. 

Mr. Mason listed three points in 
the discussion of his “theories of 
county government.” First, he 
favors an equal distribution of 
money to all parts of the county 
—in the descrt area as well as in 
the citrus and thickly populated 
district. Another objective, he 
said, is “to see that the county 
géts its share of state and federal 
money for improvements.” He ex- 
pressed the belief the county is 
doing nicely’ in this regard and 
pointed out that in the Lytle 
creek-Cajon pass flood control 
project, the federal’ gcvernment is 
spending eight million dollars and 
that the state is paying $750,000, 
a‘sum that had heen previously 
charged to the local governmental 
agencies directly benefiting. 

The third point in his govern- 
mental] theory is to “keep ex- 
penses down.” It is difficult to 
keep down costs when there is a 
constant demand for more services 
from the county. Taxes are larre- 
ly determined ‘by: answer ;to .. the 
question: “How Much Govern- 
ment Do You Want?” he said. 

Among the likely expenditures 
in the county are construction of 
a new hospital, expansicn cf the 
courthouse, construction of a de- 
tention home school and erection 
of branch county buildings. 

Arthur Walker, secretary of the 
San Bernardino county chamber 
of commerce, who was a guest, 
spcke briefly of the state’s part in 
county improvements and reported 
that $1.712,000 had been’ appro- 
priated for highway construction, 
that $74,000 had been allotted for 
preparations of plans and specifi- 
cations for postwar projects and 
that $30,000 allotted to finance the 
veterans’ program. 

In 9, brief business meeting, 
President Chappell appointed 
Judge William Hutton and John

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World Federation 
Plea of Speaker 


Formation of a “world federa- 
tion’—-a “super state” uniting all 
democratic nations—-was advo- 
cated last night by Andre Mich- 
alopoulos, former Greek minister 
of information, in the first cf the 
Community Forum iectures in the 
Chaffey civic auditorium. 

The fluent orator and student 
of international affairs opened the 
eight-event lecture series with an 
illuminating discussion of Euro- 
pean corditions and with a fervent 
appeal for America to join with 
Great Britain, Canada, Australia 
and other freedom loving countries 
to govern the world on a dem- 
ocratic basis. » 

Once established, the distin- 
guished speaker forecast, a rapid 
development of a world federation, 
The native of Greece and world 
traveler, said he had no criticism 
for the San Francisco conferencs 
but expressed the belief the 
“world federation” weuld go fur- 
ther in uniting together nations 
with common beliefs. 

Representatives from each na- 
tion to the federation should be 
elected by the people and not ap- 
pointed and thus establish a truly 
democratic world federation, “Mr. 
Michalopoulos declared. This pro- 
posed super state would provide 
a broad framework for the control 
of the economic structure of the 
world, he said. 

The speaker’s topic was “Trade 
and. Economics, the ‘Basis of 
Werld Peace.” He emphatically 
presented ‘the point that it is im- 
possible to divorce economics from 
politics and. then urged economic 
control of the world through dem- 
ocratic world organization.
